The Late Bishop Chase.

This worthy prelate, whose death the
chiureh has recently Leen called to mourn
was born at Cornish, N. I1., December 14,
1775 5 and was consequently in his 77th
'l year, e received bis academic eduea-
| tion at Dartmouth College, at which insti-
| tution he graduated with the class of 17-
5. He was ordained deacon in St
George's chureh, admitted to the priest-
hood by, we believe, the same prelate.—

Immediately after his ordination, he en-
gaged in Missionary labors in different
parts of the State of New York., In 18-
035, he removed to New Orleans, devoting
Linmself with characteristic zeal to the es-
tablishment of Christ’s church in that eity.
teturning to New  England in 1811, he
was clected Rector of Chirist's chureh,
| Hartford, Conn,, where he remained six
| years,  Having taken adeep and apostol-
iv interest in the West, where the Church
was at this time almost wholly unknown,
he removed to Ohio in 1817, and was
soon chosen first Bishop of that Diocese.
He was consecrated in St. James Church,
Philadelphia, Feb, 11, 1810, His labors
in the cause of edneation resulted in the
erection of Kenyon College, Gambier ; but

a series of difliculties and  embarassments

connected with it having arisen, he resign- |

ed the bishoprie of Ohio, and removed to
Hinois, e was elected Bishop of the
diooese in 18355 and suceeeded, by great
personal exertions, in England and at
home, in founding another institution of
learning, Jubilee College.

By his decense, as wo observed last
week, the Right Rev, Thos, Church Brow-
nell, 1D, L, L. D, of Connecticut, who,
(was conseerated in Trinity Chureli, New
Haven, Oct. 27, 1819,) becomes the se-
i nior and presiding Bishop of the Church.
